Staking Rush In 
\Flin Flon Area 


A staking rush in the Flin Flon 
area’ of Saskatchewan was re- 
ported recently by the Hon. J. H. 
Brockelbank, Minister of Mineral 
Resources. 

In announcing preliminary re- 
ports of activity in the area, Mr, 
Bockelbank revealed that during 
the first three weeks of April, a 
total of 600 claims were staked 
in an area west and north of Flin 
Flon, Manitoba, in and around 
Birch Lake, Missi Island, Wildnest 
Lake and Ellington Lake, 

The new area, which has never 
‘beén staked before, is roughly 24 
miles north and west of the town 

;of Flin Flon. Although the area is 

relatively new in mining circles, a 
survey of the area has been car- 
ried out during the past few years 
by Department of Mineral Re- 
sources geological survey crews. 
The results’ of these surveys are 
at the present time being compiled 
and a report is expected to be 
available by mid-summer. 

Meanwhile, the Department of 
Mineral Resources Mining Record- 
ers’ office reported a decline in 
the amount of staking taking: place 
in the Athabasca mining district. 
To the end of March of this year, 
a total of 1,030 claims had been 
staked by the Department while 
at the end of March in the previ- 
ous year, a total of 4,307 claims 
had been staked and recorded. 

Mr. Brockelbank pointed. out, 
however, that development of 

| claims will be the keynote of 
activity in the Athabasca mining 
district this year.

Western Pioneer Publisher 
Dies At Athabasca, Alta. 


ATHABASCA, Alta. — Byron Webster Bellamy; one of 
Western Canada’s pioneer publishers, and, editor of The 
Athabasca Echo, Alta., died recently after an illness of about 
one year, at the age of 75 years. 


Mr, Bellamy was born in New- 
bury, Middlesex County, Ont. He 
was edueated in Ingersoll, and 
learned his trade on the “Sun” 
there with his father. He worked 
in St. Thomas afid in ronto. 

He married Belle Knox in 
Orillia in 1900 and was employed 
on the’ “News-letter” for several 
years, later moving to Huntsville 
on the staff of the “Forester.” 
After being, employed .on several 
other Ontario newspapers, he 
moved to Medicine Hatin the 
spring of 1907. In 1926 he moved 
to.

He was a member of the first 
civilian committee of the Royal 
Canadian Air Cadets in. Atha- 
basca and served as secretary- 
treasurer from ‘its inception until 
this spring. He also helped organ- 
ize and was president of the 
Greater - Athabasca Baseball 
League from its birth in 1946. Be- 
sides his widow, who resides in 
Edmonton, he is survived by a 
son, Jack, of Medicine Kat, two 
grandsons, one great - grandson, 
and one brother, Albert.

(Vermilion Standard) 


_ A notable absentee from the debates in the 1954 sessions of 
the Alberta legislature, was the County system. It will be recalled 
that during the sittings of 1952 this was the most debated bill be- 
fore the house, getting more attention at that time even than the 
six weeks teacher-training course during the session just conclud- 
ed. 

(The County act came in for some athendments one year ago 
but has apparently become a dead issue.With the work of the Co- 
terminous Boundary commission nearing completion little or .no- 
thing more wlil be heard from any areas wishing to adopt the 
County system of government. There are several reasons for this. 


|To begin with due to the subjugation of education the act never 


happealed to the people as a whole, but actually the first reason is 
j that nothing can now be gained by any area becoming a county. 
By this it means-that municipal district and school division -boun- 
daries are now set by the Coterminous Boundary commission on a 
fair basis and there will be absolutely no opportunity of any one 
district gaining a very desirable area for its county at the expense 
of neighboring) territoty. This very fact was the chief consideration 
in prompting councils to consider:the change over to the one mun- 
icipal governing body. Another reason is that counties, from an | 
educational standpoint, have not worked out as expected.

Dizziness, nausea, ringing noises 
in the ears, impaired hearing —these 
are symptoms characteristic of 
Meniere’s disease, It is named for 
the French physician, Prosper 
Meniere, who first deseribed it in 
1861, a year before his death.

Straw Mulch 
Stops Soil 
Erosion By Wind 


REGINA.—The straw mulch is 
the best protection against wind 
and water erosion, Cultural opera- 
‘tions should be-planned to make 
the maximum wise of all crop resi- 
due. Implements should be proper- 
ly adjusted and operate® at a 
speed so as to prevent undue pul- 
verization of. the soil or butial of 
straw and stubble. 


When insufficient straw is avail- 
able to give adequate. protection 
other means of. control must be 
used, Cultural operations on fal- 
low may be delayed until their is 
sufficient weed growth for a trash 
cover, though weeds are not as 
effective as straw for they decay 
more quickly. The other alterna- 
tive is to create-a rough cloddy 
surface by the use of implements 
such as the cultivator, plow or 
lister. Any surface ¢ondition that 
| reduces wind velocity or traps 
moving. soil particles. will help to 
control ‘erosion. 

Erosion may start from a small 
area such as a sandy knoll and 
spread over the éntire field. Such 
danger points should be carefully 
watched and control methods 
adopted at the first sign of danger. 
It is muoh easier and cheaper to 
prevent than to stop erosion, says 
Dr. Doughty, One severe wind may 
destroy a crop as well as cause

‘In 1952-53 there was a total 
acreage under fence of 600,240 
with 17,029 patrons using it for 
27,393 cattle during the grazing 
season; this included calves born 
in the: pasture. 191 horses were 
handled, 6,891 cows bred; pereent- 
age of calf crop was 94 percent; 
vaccinated for ‘ blackleg, Edema 


| and Scepticaniia, 7,685; sprayed at 


pasture for warble fly control, 10,- 
261 and sprayed for horn fly con- 
trol, 4,145. 

Under the regrassing program 
since the start of PFRA Commun- 
ity pasture construction in this 
area, .45,846 acres have been re- 


grassed, mostly with Crested 


Wheat Grass. As a consequence, 
in addition to increasing the graz- 
ing’ capacity of the pastures, hay 
is cut and baled for feed for bulls 
and saddle horses. Feed grains are 
purchased from local farms. 

The Nashlyn Bull Station, situ- 
ated nine miles south of Consulon 
on historic Battle Creek, is main- 
tained for the development of ‘bulls 
for service in PRRA pastures. Bull 
calves are pfirchased from breed- 
ers of Purebred cattle in Saskat- 
chewan. and Manitoba at from’ six 
to eight months and developed at 
the Station until they are t.vo year 
olds. The bulls are“ then trucked 
out ‘to he pastures for service. At 
the present time there are 175 
bulls at the Station. 3 

The latter part of last season 
was very dry over the most: of 
this territory and water reserves 
in dams; dugouts and sloughs were 


depleted considerably. However,

late snows and a quick run-off this 
spring has changed the picture and 
a plentiful supply of water for 
grazing stock is assured for this 
season, The grass is in very good 
condition although, due to an un- 
usually cold April, there is very 


little growth on native grass and 
even the Crested Wheat Grass has 
attained very little new growth 
and will not provide. good: grazing 
this. spring ‘until about May 15th, 

It ‘would seem, in View of the 


and the consequent demand for 
grazing accommodation that, while 
many farmers are conscious of the 
need of maintaining some cattle to 
stabilize their farming economy, 
they are probably not making suf- 
ficient use of their own or munici- 
pal lands in their local areas 
which could be put to use for sum- 
mer grazing.
